Laat week I wrote about soil 
conservation and that naturally 
leads to eoil reclamation. It 
wae understood that by cutting 
oyr heavy straw or trash it 
could be worked into the soil 
more readily than before, 

Some of our soile are getting 
more difficult to werk and main 
tain, Several reasons result in 
tis condition. An example 

would be depletion of soil hum- 
ue. As the humus becomeg de- 
pleted the soil bakes or hardens 
thue reducing percolation of 
falling moisture or melting 
anow, It is realized by many 
farmers that a good substantial 
trash cover prevents run off 
and if your soil has lost’ much 
of ite humus the trash helps to 
hold the moisture and allow a 
Greater absorption. 

How can we build. up our 
soile? Several methods are at 
our disposal; The best where 
conditions permit are forage 
ccops. In the drier parts crested 
wheat grasa does well, even to 
ersist in choking dut weede. 
Where a straight grass mixture 
is used for pasture, hay or for 
plowing down, an appli:+tion 
when needed of 2-4D helper to 
control weeds. Brome grass is 
a chellow ‘rooted grass that 
dees not edd much fibre to the 
coil although it doe. give a 
very palatible hay. Grasses 
should be mixed for varicty and 
sourishment of stock The 
crested whegt grass. and creep- 
ing red fescue add the midi 

re. to greater depths “but 
brome is required for palitabil- 
ity. If not too dry, alfalfa. should 
be added to the mixture It adde 
nitrogen to the soil \if the sced 
hae been treated with nitrofy- 
ing bacteria. When the roots 
die after plowing drainage is 
provided. The legumes such as 
alfalfa,: alsike clover and sweet 


sively on irrigated rotations. 
Authorities recommend sweet 
clover on land that is troubled 
with seepage or alkali. 

An example of subsurface 
drainage was expressed at our 
meeting in Calgary recently. A 
farmer in the Old#Red Deer 
arca harvested his crop when 
no one else could get on their 
lend. Thies piece of lend had 
been seeded to forage for sev- 
eral years before being plowed 
and then seeded last spring, As 
the roots of the forage plants 
decomposed they provided 
drainage and the decomposing 
roots of the grasses added abun 
dant fibre and humus, making 
the soil friable and tillage eas- 
iér. The above is a practical ex- 
ample of an unusual benefit to 
be derived from rotations with 
forage crops. 

I strongly recommend the 
use of a 11-48 fertilizer carly 
in the spring on all forage fields 

1 this way the fertility of the 
soil is built up in addition to 
fibre and humus being added. 

There are many other exam- 
ples of soil reclamation that can 
be discussed. A few would be 
contour farpiny, #Eding down 
our drains’.{*d ditches and 
rotations. I know very few of 
eur large grain farmere would 
take kindly to contour farming 
therefore it behooves all of 
them to prevent water erosion 


which if left unchecked will 


gully our farm lands to the 
point where contouring. must 
be done.

Charge Laid 
Against Moodie

A_ previously 
laid charge of assault causing 
bodily harm was allowed to 
stand and the $5,000 bail set 
in connection with it will cover 
the more serious charge, 

Accordin gto police reports, 
Moodie and Lesson we:-: re- 
turning from a house party on 
the morning of Octobe: 26. An 
argument developed as. they 
walked along the stree- and 
blows were exchanged. Less sn 
fell back on the sidewalk, sus- 
taining head injuries. He was 
taken to hospital where he died 
a week later.

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Migration Within The Empire 


IMMIGRATION HAS BEEN A MATTER of foremost interest since 
the war ended and nations commenced to reorganize their industrial and 
social life on a peacetime basis, The restlessness and uncertainty of life 
during the war led many people in Europe and the United Kingdom to con- 
sider starting new homes on this continent or in other parts of what used 
to be called “the new world’, Lack of shipping space has so far prevented 
any large-scale immigration plan, but considerable attention has been given 
to the subject, and a great many diversified opinions have been expressed. 
When there are once more normal facilities for ocean travel and extensive 
movement of people from one part of the world to another can be arranged, 
we shall likely see a considerable flow of immigration, but at present there 
is little prospect of many of the plans which are being suggested being 
carried out for some time. 


* * * * * 


Because of the relatively small population of Can- 
More Wanted aia, in proportion to the area of the country, we 
are deeply interested in any discussions concerned 
In Australia with immigration. The Honorable A. A. Calwell, 
Australian Minister of Immigration and Information, was a recent visitor 
in this country, and he expressed the opinion that migration from the Unit- 
ed Kingdom to the Dominions is essential to the security of the British 
Commonwealth. “We in Australia have a population of 7,500,000 now, and 
we want to raise it to 20,000,000 in two and a half generations,” Mr. Cal- 
well stated. ‘We have to do this if Australia is to continue to be a citadel | 
of European culture and civilization in the South Pacific,’ he continued, 
* * > * * 
Mr. Calwell further stated that, in his opinion, 
Suggests Move sritain now has ten to fifteen million more people 
H s than she can feed, even in peacetime, and he sug- 
From Britain gested that it would be logical for these people 
to migrate to the Dominions, More than 400,000 people in the United King- 
dom, he said, had registered to go to Australia. While it is apparent that 
at present Britain is having difficulty in feeding her population, this is 
known to be because of the economic crisis now facing the country. It is 
also known that there is a critical labor shortage in Britain and that, while 
some British people are migrating to Canada and Australia, people are 
being brought from Europe to help to meet the demands for workers in the 
United Kingdom, It is therefore apparent that the government would 
strongly oppose any scheme of migration on the scale suggested by Mr, 
Calwell. It would be desirable, indeed, to build up the populations of Can- 
ada and Australia with people from Britain, but it is certain that any plan 
for migration on the scale proposed by Mr, Calwell, will have to wait until 
the labor situation in Britain has greatly improved,

Freak Developments 
In Nagasaki 
Crops Reported 


TOKYO.—Summer crops in atom- 
bombed Nagasaki, some with freak 
developments, have shown increases 
of from 50 to 300 per cent, over the 
normal yield, Takeo Furuno, Naga- 
saki agricultural expert, told Kyodo 
News Agency. 

He said increased output was not- 
ed in all food plants except dry rice 
and lentils, which had not matured. 

The wheat crop, Furuno said, was 
about twice normal and the cotton 
crop three times the average. Sweet 
potatoes planted at the end of. May 
were ready for harvesting at the end 
of July. 

Pumpkins, sugar heets, tomatoes, 
eggplants and similar produce show- 
ed a 50-per cent, increase over previ- 
ous production, The skin of some 
pumpkins, he said, developed iato a 
leaf and then a bud and finally be- 
came @ second pumpkin.

To Increase Coal 
Production In B.C. 


VICTORIA. — Canadian Colleries 
(Dunsmuir) Limited is completing 
plans to put into full-scale produc- 
tion a new mine at T’Sable River 
that is expected to double Vancouver 
Island’s production and add $3,500,- 
000 a year to the value of its output, 
it was learned from reliable sources 
here. 

Described as the most important 
coal mining development on the is- 
land in the last half-century, the 12- 
foot T’Sable River seam is regarded 
as the most promising ever uncover- 
ed here, 

Experts who have made exhaus- 
tive tests and explorations estimate 
the seam is capable of producing 
1,000 tons a day for the next 30 
years, Total production from all 
mines on the island in July last 
month for which figures are avail- 
able—was 36,436 long tons, 

Long concerned over the steady 
decline in island coal production, 
provincial government officials say 
the T’Sable mine, when in full pro- 
duction, will rejuvenate the industry.

{have reported a fall in the 1946 
death-rate, which was 25.4 in On- 
tario, and 26.6 in Saskatchewan, 
Quebec stood highest at 72.2, Other 
| Provinces: Alberta 37.1; Manitoba 
}44.6; British Columbia 57.7; New 
| Brunswick 57.9; Prince Edward Is- 
‘land 58.5; Nova Scotia 61.9. 
| “There is some consolation in the 
fact that the 1946 dedth-rate is still 
below the average established dur- 
ing the war years, but it is regret- 
table that the rate should be going 
up instead of down,” said Dr. G. J.
